BILL PASSED TO GIVE LIFE 
TERM TO HIGHWAYMEN 


Bates Measure Making Sentence 
Mandatory on Fourth Convic- 
tion Sent to Governor. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March $31. 
—-The Bates bill providing grad- 
uated increases in imprisonment 
for convictions of robbery with a 
pistol up to life imprisonment for 
the fourth conviction of such an 
offense has passed the House, with 
one minor amendment, in which the 
Senate concurred today. The bill 
was given to the Governor. 

The bill was introduced by Sea- 
ator William Maffitt Bates of St. 
Louis, and is patterned after a 
New York law imposing life im- 
prisonment upon fourth conviction 
of a felony. The amendment adopt- 
ed by the House was a correction 
in phraseology to clear up the 

meaning of one section. 

Under this bill trial Judges shall 
increase the punishment prescribed 
for robbery by two years, on the 
first conviction of a felony com- 
mitted with th aid of a pistol. On 
second conviction the sentence 
shall be increased by 10 years, ind 
third conviction by 15 years. 
The fourth conviction carries life 
imprisonment. The _ bill makes 
the increases in sentence manda- 


tory.

—The Senate last night killed the 
scheme to destroy the high pro- 
fessional efficiency of the State 


eleemosynary control system by 
abolishing the office of the State 
Health Supervisor held by Dr. 
George A. Johns of St. Louis, na- 
tionally Known psychiatrist, and 
turning the State institutions over 
to political management. 

Having amended the measure to 
preserve the supervisory position, 
the Senate today passed the re- 
mainder of the bill, granting salary 
increases to two members of the 
board of control of eleemosynary 
institutions ,and several physicians 
and other employes. 

Blocking of the original scheme 
was accomplished by Senators Kin- 
ney and Brogan of St. Louis, Mitoh- 
ell of Branson, Hollingsworth of 
Mexico and Hereford of Odessa, 
who opposed it when it was called 
up by Senator Buford of Elling- 
ton. After the five amendments 
to preserve the professional integ- 
rity of the board of control had 
been adopted last night, Buford, 
fearing the entire bill would be 
defeated, placed it on the i: ‘srmnal 
callendar for the night. 

If the promoters of the measure 
had stood to their original plan to 
obtain salary increases, the meas- 
ure probably would have had com- 
paratively an easy course through 
the Legislature, but afraid that it

Dr. Mitchell, in reply to 
questions by Senator Morgan of 
Unionville as to the difference in 
professional efficiency of the 
health supervisor and the superin- 
tendents of the institutions, said 
“Any man who 1s a physician and 
who has enough political influence 
can be appointed superintendent. 
The superintendent is not always 
a man skilled in the management 
of the insane when first appoint- 
ed. The psychiatrist, or health su- 
pervisor, {s a specialist, skilled in 
the treatment of the tnsane. He 
visits the institutions, sees tlrat 
they are properly managed, and he 
visits the patients, makes diagnoses 
and advises as to treatment. 

“If you remove the pychiatrist 
you remove the keystone of the 
Board of Control. He should be re- 
tained by all means.”’ 

Senator Brogan said the passage 
of the bill without amendment 
would be “a step backward and a 
disgrace to the State.”

DETROIT, Mich, March 31..— 


World-wide co-operation of grow- 
ers of staple products was the 
dream of Aaron Sapiro, he testi- 
fled today, in his $1,000,000 libe! 
suit against Henry Ford. Sapiro 
says his reputation was injured 
and his income reduced to. $42,000 
a year by articles tn Ford's week- 


ly, the Dearborn Independent. 

A clash with Senator Reed of 
Missouri, chief of Ford counsel. 
marked the first few minutes of 
cross-examination. The Senator 
was attempting to learn from Sa- 
piro the intricacies of co-operative 
marketing organizations. 

A short answer from Sapiro 
drew 2 protest from the attorney. 

“I am just trying to get this 
straight,”” Reed said. “And I am 
trying to help you,”’ was the sharp 
reply. 

Reed asked Sapiro if he had not 
planned world-wide co-operative 
associations of wheat, apple, cotton 
and potato growers. The witness 
said he would not go so far as to 
say that he had planned them, but 
he had had hoped for them. 

“I always have advocated con- 
trol of farm producis by farmers,"’ 
said Sapiro. 

Many Vacant Seats. 

For the first time during the 
trial many seats in the courtroom 
were vacant, interest having sud 
denly dropped when it became 
known Henry Ford had suffered an 
accident. 

Sparks flew when Reed read 
into the records a telegram sent 
by Sapiro March 16, 1921, to 
Charles C. Jewett of Spokane. 

“T will ask the Senator to read 
the telegram correctly," Sapiro in- 
terrupted, half rising from _ his 
chair- “The message says ‘adapt,’ 
not ‘adopt.’ ”’

Talked to Baruch on Loans. 

Reed questioned Sapiro as to iis 
activities in obtaining loans for 
the organizations he formed. 

“Did you ever discuss with Ber- 
nard Baruch the raising of money 
for these associations?” ‘Yes. 

Sapiro said he also had talked 
with Eugene Meyer Jr. and had 
made, many trips to Washington 
to see members of the War Fi- 
nance Corporation in regard to 
loans. He succeeded in obtaining 
a $5,000,000 loan for the North- 
west Wheat Growers’ Association, 
composed of growers in Idaho, 
Oregon, Montana and Washington. 

For appearing before the War 
Finance Corporation at Washing- 
ton and making trips to New York 
in the interest of loans for the 
Northwest Growers, Sapiro tesified 
he asked for a fee of $5000. The 
growers offered him $3000, however, 
and he accepted fhis amount after 
some correspondence, 

Race Basis of Attack. 

Reed read Sapiro’s resignation as 
counsel for the Northwest Wheat 
Growers’ Association, in which the 
plaintiff referred to attacks on him 
because he was a Jew. rhe docu- 
ment was dated Dec. 12, 1922 

“Te that association dead or 
alive?” asked Reed. “Not dead, be- 
cause it was taken into the Ameri- 
acn Wheat Growers’ Asosciation, 
covering a larger territory.’ 

Reed drew from the witness the 
admission, however, that after 
headquarters had bee nmoved to 
St. Paul from Spokane and the 
name changed, the Northwest 
growers continued to function as a 
branch under its own name. 

“It is now defunct, in debt ?"’ 
Reed asked. “I am not familiar 
with the status of the organiza- 
tion,” Sapiro replied. 

Checking Sapiro’'s Fees. 

“Did you get $720. from the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
for writing a letter explaining a 
pooling plant for grain market- 
ing?”

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SINGLAIR DENIED NEW 
TRIAL FOR CONTEMPT 


Argument Tomorrow on 
Whether Sentence Should Be 
on One Count or Four.

WASHINGTON, March 31.— 


Harry F. Sinclair, convicted of con- 
tempt of the Senate, was denied a 
new trial today by Justice Hitz in 
the District of Columbia Spreme 


Court. 

The Court set tomorrow for hear- 
ing arguments on the question of 
whether the verdict of guilty re- 
turned by the trial jury on March 
16, should carry punishment for 
one offense or for four offenses, 
one for each count in the indict- 
ment. 

Counsel for the wealthy oll op- 
érator insist that there was only a 
single offense when Sinclair refused 
to answer further questions in the 
Teapot Dome investigation three 
years ago, while attorneys for the 
Government contend there should 
be sentence on each count in the 
indictment which specifies a par- 
ticular question which Sinclair re- 
fused to answer. Regardless of the 
decision, Sinclair’s counsel are 6x- 
pected to take the case to higther 
courts. 

After hearing counsel tomorrow, 
Justice Hitz will fix a time for sen- 
tencing the lessee of the Teapot 
Dome naval oil reserve in Wyom- 
ing. Under the contempt statute 
both a jail sentence and a fine are 
mandatory, imprisonment being for 
not less than one month nor more 
than 12. and the fine not less than 
$100 nor more than $1000.

CHEMIST TESTS AIR 
AND GAS ON CORNERS 


Government Health Officer 
Gets Carbon Monoxide Sam- 
ples for Washington Analysis. 


With a queer, intricate machine 
which automatically “inhaled” air 
at the same altitude as an average- 


sized man standing on the curb- 
stone, and strange 10-inch vacuum 
bulbs which, when opened, drew 
in the amount of air taken in an 
average breath, a chemist for the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice spent two hours at the north- 
weat corner of Eighth street and 
Washington avenue yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

During his vigil, hundreds -of 
passersby stopped to stare at the 
peculiar apparatus and wonder 
what it was all about. Some asked 
questions and the chemist, J. J. 
Bloomfield, explained he was gath- 
ering samples of air from various 
parte of 14 big cities of the coun- 
try with a view to determining by 
analysis in Washington the per- 
centage of carbon monoxide. 

The ultimate purpose of the sur- 
vey is to find an answer to the 
question: “Is the carbon monoxide 
gas which issues from the exhausta 
of motor cars in various public 
places injurious to human kind?” 
The immediate purpose is to de- 
termine the percentage of the gas 
in the air in various localities, on 
wide streets narrow streets, con- 
gested streeis, uncongested streets, 
in garages, factories and other tn- 
dustrid! plants, under various at- 
mospherical conditions. 

First Survey of the Kind. 

The survey is the first of -its 
kind, and is being magle by the 
health service in co-operation with 
the municipa! health departments 
of the cities visited. Bloomfield’s 
nation-wide tour, which will con- 
sume about four months, so far has 
taken him to Washington. New 
Orleans. Los Angeles and San 
Francisco He arrived in St Louls 
Tuesday and will go on to Pitts 
burg and other Eastern cities Sat- 
urday.

world's greatest, Henry Ford today 


was reported recovering from. in- 
juries suffered last Sunday night 
when the coupe, in which he was 
riding alone, was forced from the 
road by a larger closed car. 

The Ford organization discredit- 
ed reports that the 64-year-old au- 
tomobile manufacturer was the 
wictim of a deliberate attempt to 
kill him. 

In the first authoritative state- 
ment from any Ford source, Harry 
H. Bennett, chief of the Ford in- 
vestigators, said today he was sat- 
isfied no attempt was made delib- 
erately to crowd Ford off the road 
and that the accident was caused 
by a careless speeder. 

“If at any time we had thought 
someone was intentionally trying 
to injure Ford we should have 
asked the ald of the Detroit police 
immediately,” said Bennett. 

“Progress continues gatisfac- 
tory,” read a bulletin issued early 
this afternoon. “While Mr. Ford 
still is in considerable distress, 
there are no signs of complications. 
Temperature, pulse and respiration 
are normal.” 

The bulletin bore the signatures 
of Dr. R. D. McClure, chief surgeon 
of the hospital, and Dr. Frank J. 
Sladen. | 

A bulletin {ssued at the Henry 
Ford Hospital, signed by Dr. Me- 
Clure, and timed 2:30 p. m., sald: 
“The patient has had a fairly good 
day. Progress continued favor- 
able.” 

From the Ford organization there 
emanated only such tnformation ag 
the family wished to have pub- 
lished, and that consisted almost 
entirely of brief hospital bulletins. 

The bulletin tndicated that for a 
man of 64 years, possessed of rath- 
er frail, though wiry physique, Ford 
had tmproved remarkably. 

In the first statement made pub- 
lic, his injurtes were described as 
including hemorrhages of the blad- 
der and lungs, although slight. and 
a concussion, which even yesterday 
had cleared up. There were, how- 
ever, painful contusions of the 
chest and back muscles, and the 
back was wrenched, reported Dr. 
McClure, which led him to fx 
Ford’s range of expansion by splint- 
ing. 

Operation “Only Splinting.” 

The first report referred to a 
“minor operation,” but Dr. Me- 
Clure’s bulletin stated the “opera- 
tion” consisted of the splinting. 

The , Henry Ford Hospital was 
closely guarded today and none ex- 
cept especially selected visitors, in- 
cluding Mrs. Ford and thetr son. 
Edsel, and Mrs. Edsel Ford, were 
admitted. 

Double Story of Two Youths. 

The story of Ernest Wilhelm, 20. 
and Carl Makovits, 19, that they 
saw Ford's coupe go over the em- 
bankment was discredited today by 
Bennett.
